ANNUAL REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION 
OF THE TOWN OF PLAISTOW 





The Board of Education ‘makes its annual report, 
feeling that we have made some progress | toward good 
schools during the past year. 

We have secured qualified teachers with excellent 
moral character. The school’district will receive from 
the state, the sum. of four hundred and fifty dollars next 
year for qualified teachers, that we had this year. We 
‘believe that it is a wise policy for Plaistow to keep its 
teachers year after year, and pay them a fair wage. 

During the past year, we have received from Arthur 
G. Pollard, the equipment for the playground, making 1% 
one of the best places for play in our state. We are very 
grateful for the interest of Mr. Pollard in our school, and 
we feel sure that his work is ee by the citizens 
of the town. 

We have followed the New Hampshire course of 
study as far as we have the equipment, and the room. 

Agriculture, domestic science’ and music should 
have a place in the course of study. Musie has become a 
vital and a necessary part of education. We believe that 
Plaistow should have a music instructor for one day a 
week, thus giving our boys and girls the same advan- 
tages as other schools of like size. 

The educational world today demands that agri- 
culture be taught in the public schools. The foundation 
of all agriculture teaching in the schools, must rest up- 
on nature study in the work of the primary grades. The 
primary scholar is at once interested in nature work, 
but if such work is neglected with the youngest pupils, 
it is difficult to arouse their interest later. Nature study 
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is to edueate the child in terms of its environment to 
the end that his or her life may be fuller and _ richer. 
Nature study work has been so generally adopted and 
approved by educational leaders throughout the coun- 
try, as a vital part of.all.elementary education, that no 
plea for its support is necessary. 

The Pollard School has been overcrowded all the 
year. We found it necessary to secure an extra teacher 
forthe overcrowded grades. Weibelieve that the ‘Pollard 
School should be enlarged. ‘It‘is injustice to'both teacher 
and pupils to have sixty or more in a-room. If we had — 
two more rooms it would solve the question for a little 
time. | 

The question of transportation of the school  chil- 
dren is one of the most difficult problems your school 
board faces. We believe on general principles that the 
centralized school for the -higher grades and the larger 
children, is the best policy. | ? 

The citizens of Pine Street feel that a school build 
ing should be built there for the ‘benefit of the smaller 
children. 

The Westville school, in spirit and in practical re- 
sults ranks among the best. 

During the past vear your school board have worked 
‘together in harmony, trying ever to be fair and just 
with every problem. A member of the school board 
should have the co-operation, help and support in making 
our schools ‘better and our future citizens better pre- 
pared for the work of life.

PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 2 
Feb. 20, 1917. 
To the School Board of Plaistow: 

Herewith I submit my second annual report. 

Since the last report, there have been some changes — 
of which I will endeavor to speak. First, the playground 
and its equipment. We are greatly indebted to Mr. Ar- 
thur G. Pollard who so generously and kindly made such 
a playground a reality. J am quite sure those who have 
had access to it have enjoyed the appartus, and we at 
the school have benefited from it. .I very frankly state, 
however, that I believe restrictions or regulations 
should be made concerning use of playground outside 
school hours. 

Second, the enrollment and membership of our 
school. During September, 1916 there were 190 pupils 
enrolled, an increase of the year before. This applies to 
Pollard sehool only. | i 

The rooms most congested on account of this in- 
crease are those of grades I and II with 54 pupils, and 


38 


grades V and VI with 63 pupils. This being too many 
for the respective teachers to care for properly, another 
teacher, Miss Beulah Averill, was engaged to assist in 
both rooms as needed. The plan has worked admirably. 

Your principal has realized the congestion during 
the noon hour when around eighty pupils assemble in a 
room accommodating only thirty pupils. How splendid 
and ideal it would be to have a place suited for eating 
lunches! . 

Third and last, a few figures will be presented. 
These records embrace the year from September 1915 to 
July 1916 as follows: 

Pollard School—Average membership, 165; per 
cent. of attendance, .91; tardy marks, 247; pupils not ab- 
sent nor tardy, 8. 

Westville School—Average membership, 44; per 
cent. attendance, .95; tardy marks, 147; pupils not ab- 
sent nor tardy, 2. 

It is clearly seen that the tardy mark question 
needs consideration. Allow me at this time to urgently. 
request parents to see that children are punctual in at- 
tending school. | 

I wish also, to thank those parents who have co- 
operated with us in the interests of both school and 
pupils. Most of all, I thank you, members of the 
School Board, for the sincere and hearty support you. 
have given me. |
